sSth report of the commissioners 



THE Commiffioners of Impreft Accounts have heretofore invefti- 
gated the fcveial Accounts of the DirecTiovs and Commiflioners foT Pav- 
ing, Cleanling, and Ligliting the Streets of Dublin, principal!)’ as to the 
Regularity of the Statements, the Expences being warranted by Law, and 
fupported byfufficient Vouchers; in which Points they have been gene- 
rally thought correft. 

But the Revenues and Debts of the Corporation appearing confider- 
ably to increafe, and Doubts' having arilen whether the Works are fuffi- 
ciently well executed to juftify fo great an Expenditure of Public Money, 
the Commiflioners of Impreft Accounts think thcmfelves called uoon 
by Law to examine minutely, not only into the Account before them, 
but alfo into the Expediency of thofe Laws under which fo large an Ex- 
penditufe is watranted, and whetlffir this great Revenue appears' to be ex- 
pended to tire bell Advantage for the Public Service. 

In the CiiAEcE rART of this Account, the whole Sums of Money 
raifed upon the Public for Paving, Oicanfing, and Lighting the Streets 
of Dublin, do not appear. .The Per-Centage allowed to the Colledtors of 
Paxes upon above ,f. a 0,000 per Annum, being from ^ 4 . to i j, in 
the Found, is not mentioned ; nor is there fufficient Notice taken of 
-Fines levied, -or of Sums paid by private Individuals and Public Bodies 
for Paving, and for Lighting private Lamps, the Amount of which, 
though great, the CommilEoners have not been able to afeertain. 



Inthe Discharge Part alfo fimilar Inaccuracies occur. The above 
Sums paid for colleaing the Taxes, the Application of Fines, or of Sums 
paid by private Individuals, in Part Payment of the Salaries of Officers, 
do not appear; nor is the whole Amount of the Corporation Eftablilh- 
ment, as We underftand it, oT the Salaries and Perquifitcs of its Officers, 
plainly ftafed to the Public. So that, upon the whole, a very irtiperfedt 
Idea can be formed from this Account of the aftual Sums raifed or ex- 
pended on this -Service ; and though the Expenditure on the Face of 
tills Acdount (cxclufive of the above notrmentioned Sums) appears to 
be -£- 321118. 4- 6-1, yet the real Expenditure of this Period, vix. from 
t.ie i(t of -January iSoi, to the 5th of January 1802,- is conCderably 
greater; for many Perfons, Artificers and others, appear not to have 
recoved during that Period, near the Amount of theit Year's Contrafts 
or other Bills, fo that a Floating -Debt of £. 14,521. 3. 5.L having gra- 
dually accumulated, is now due. 



By the prefent Laws, the whole Dominion over, and Management of 
the Revenues, is veffed in the Boards of Direftors and Commiffioners 
smt principally in the Dircdlors, who have and exercife exclufively the 

-Power 
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Power of creating and nominating to Office^ and of regulating tlte 
Amount of Salaries, Gratuities, and Allowances; and, upon a wife Ar- 
rangement of thefe Offices, a proper Choice of Perfons to fill them, and 
a moft careful Attention that they perform their Duty, depends the 
Efficiency of this Eltabiiffiment. Formerly, if the Corporation enafted 
any Bye-laws, it was ncceflary that they flrould be approved of by the 
Lord Chancellor, or Chief judges; but this Neceffity has been done 
away by a late Adi of Parliament ; fo that the whole Refponfibility of 
the Inftitution faems to remain with the Board of Diredlors alone. To 
this uncontroulcd Power, the Commiffioners of Accounts attribute the 
Expence of this extenfive Eftabiilhinent, by which is meant the Sa- 
laries, Gratuities and Allowances of all Officers, and the Expence of the 
Corporation Houfe, which has, in our Opinion, exceeded the Sums 
allowed by Law, amounting in the Whole, as near as can be afeertained 
from the prefent Account, to about 7,000. exclufive of all Con- 
tractors, Artificers, Labourers, Workmen .and Work Horfes whatfoever. 
The full Number of Officers and Perfons employed, or the total Ex- 
pence attending them, -do not however appear on this Account. 

The Commiffioners of Accounts have examined the Books of the Cor- 
poration, the Contracts for Paving, Lighting, and Cleanfing; and have 
alfo examined upon Oath a Diredtor, a Commiffioner, the Accountant, 
the Colledtors, and many of the Infpectors, Supervifors, and other In- 
ferior Officers of the Board, as well as many of the different Contradlors ; 
from the whole of which they have colledted the following Information. 

The Paving and Scavenging Contradts are all drawn in the fame Terms 
refpedtively; but We could trace no Inflance of their ever having been 
fully complied with. The Contradlors themielves admit they never com- 
ply with them entirely ; for Inflance, in every Paving Contradl the Con- 
tradlor obliges himfelf to pave with Stones of from 3 to 6 Inches dia- 
meter in a Bed of new Gravel of 4 Inches depth, and to cart away all 
the old Bed. This they do not perform, though it is certain the Pave- 
ment would be much better if they did. 

In the Scavenging Contradts, though the Contradlors are bound to 
cleanfe all the Streets Twice in every W'eek, they do not do fo ; and in the 
Lighting of the City, though this Contradl appears better executed 
than either of the former, yet even in this the Terms of the Contradl, 
uiz. “ That the Lamps fhouid be kept lighted from Sunfet to Sunrife,” 
arc net complied with, 

The Infpedlors and Supervifors acknowledge tliemfelves totally igno- 
rant ot the Conditions of the feveral Contradls ; they never had read 
them, and never report to the Board that the Works are done according

to Contraa, but frequently that the Works are, in general. In tolerable 
good Order; though the Contrads uniformly fpecify, “ That they 
flrould be in good and fufficient Order;” and upon this Species of Re- 
port, unlupportcd by Affidavit, the full Amount of the Contrad is 



I hough in every Contrad many heavy Penalties may be inflided 
by the Board, or its Officers, for Default, yet in the Pei'iod of this Ac- 
^unt, during which the Officers admit the Streets to have been in worfe 
Order than even they are at prefent, the Sum of 25 Shillings was all that 
was levied upon the whole of the Contradors for Default of Scavenaino- • 
about ^.8. on the whole of the Contradors for Paving, and the 
Sumof.^. 77^. o. 10. i on the lole Contradorfor Lighting the whole City. 
Either the Contrads are originally made too feverc, and then, in fome 
Meafure, feem to authorize Negled; if not too fevere, the Officers of the 
^ Beard are culpabje in not feeing them executed ; or (as it has appeared) 
the Penalties are not infdded o^ the ContracTiors, though the Works may 
not be iufficiently well executed, becaufe the Corporation is confiderablv 
indebted to thefe Contradors. ^ 

, Under tlie Head of Officers, Tome Perfons appear to have been ap- 
pointed, without fufficient Attention to their being adequate to the 
Duty o.f different, and, in our Opinion, incompatible Departments; 
for.1nftap.q65 Mr. Daniel Farrell is chief Infpedor of Globes tlaroughout 
the City, wmch requires that he fliould be out on this Infpedion aimoft 
every Night, to fee that the Contradors for Lighting, as well as the Of- 
ficers of the Board, perform their refpedive Duties; he is alfo foie Col- 
ledor of ^ Taxes for the North Side of the City, being above One Third 
IJai-t of the \V^hole, which he declared occupied him aimoft every Day in 
the Year; It appears nearly impoffible therefore, that he ihould be able 
to execute the Duty of both thefe Offices cffcdually. The Colledors, 

V aluators, and Rental Books do not feem fufficiently controuled, bein<T 
merely checked by the Colledors own Returns, and Books of the preced- 
ing Years ; nor arc the Colledors often changed in their Walks, whereby 
they might become Checks oh each other, Mr. Farrell having been 
commued Nine Years in bis prefent Walk : And from a Comparifon with 
the Mode of Colledion adopted by other Corpomtions receiving Houfe 
lax, it appears that a much more accurate Colledion has been made 
by them, than by the Colledors of tlie Paving and Lighting Taxes, inaf- 
mueh as Houles, which have been returned' in Arrear or Infolvent by 
the Colledors of the Paving Board, have been found to have difeharged 
the Amount of their laxes to the other Colledors; fo that we are of 
Opinion, a large Proportion of the Paving and Lighting Tax remains either 
improperly uncplleded, or is fraudulently retained in the Hands of the 
Colledors.

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The Corporation is fo much in Debt, (now owing a Floating, or Un- 
funded Debt 14,521. 3. 5.U that they anticipate the greateft Part 
-of their Revenues, and frequently pay their Creditors by Bills drawn on 
their Treal'urer, at 4, 5, and 6 Months Date; by vdiich the Public muft 
lofe at leaft the whole of the Difeount on thefe Bills, befides their Allow- 
ance to their Treafurer for accepting and negotiating them, and exclu- 
five of the high Price Contradors may probably be induced to contradt 
at, from a Knowledge of the Mode of Payment being fo dilatory ; and 
under thefe Difadvantages the Public muft continue to labour, until 
this Debt lhall have been paid, and the Revenues no longer anticipated. 

From all the above-mentioned Circumftances we are of Opinion, 

ift. That tlie Expences of the -Eftablifliment require fome legal Limi- 
tation. 

adly, That all Contradts fliould be better formed, or more accurately at- 
tended to. 

3dly, That the Appointment of Officers, and of efficient Checks 
over them ihould be better arranged; and 

4thly, That the Revenues of the Corporation fhould be more effec- 
tually adminiftered.
